Bees and Flowers, 

There are few florists who have not 
been interested in the particular specula- 
tion advanced by writers with a limited 
in regard to the 
agency of insects in the fertilization of 
flowers. According to these speculations 
color and fragrance have been made the 
attributes of flowers solely that insects 
may be attracted, and thereby insure 
cross fertilization. 

The insect is supposed to carry pollen 
from the flowers of one plant to the 
flowers of another, and it is further sup- 
posed that the progeny of these crosses 
have a greater power in what is called 
“the struggle for life’’ than plants which 
originate from self fertilization. Those, 
however, who look closely into the nature 
of flowers find very much that can not be 
explained by these speculations. For in- 
stance, the willow is a plant that bears 
male and female flowers on separate 
plants. Female flowers have no fragrance, 
and yet they are visited by bees, probably 
just as freely as if the flowers were ever 
so sweet. The male flowers, on the other 
hand, have a delightful fragrance—bees 
visit them also with freedom. 

Asa general rule, bees that collect 
from the male flowers seem to collect 
from these male plants only. Usually in- 
dividual bees seem to work wholly on the 
and, as bees visit the 
sweet flowers and the scentless flowers 
indiscriminately, what connection can 
the odor of the male have to do with the 
questions of  cross-fertilization? This 
seems equally true to color. A large 
number of sweetest flowers are extremely 
insignificant as regards color, while nume 
bers of the most showy flowers have 


| scarcely anything that would invite neo- 


tar-loving insects. It may be granted 
that color and fragrance may have some 
little influence in attracting  inseots, 
but these characters certainly can have 
no great place in building up a speoula 
tion as to the great changes in plants 
involved in theories of cross-fertilization. 


Why Thunder Rolls. 

The prolonged roll of thunder is readily 
explained by comparison with a volley 
fired along a line of troops. Suppose 
troops to be drawn up in line in such 
number as to extend for a mile, and 
ordered, by a signal that all could see, to 
fire at once. One standing at the end of 
the line would hear the report of the 
musket nearest him instantly. He would 
hear the others successively. 

Thus a report 550 feet away would 
come to him in half a second, and he 
would not hear the last report for five or 
six seconds after the gun had been fired. 
This would produce a sort of roll, which 
would gradually increase in intensity. 
Flashes of lightning may be considered 
as representing three lines of troops along 
which the explosions occur at the same 
time.

A Man Who Had Forgotten Everything.

CIVIL DEATH. 


& Question That May Come Up In ¢ 
Case of Life Prisoners. 


The fact that in this city a woman who 


/ was married a few years ago recently con- 


tracted a second legal marriage though 
the first lkusband was alive and the ties of 
matrimony had oot been severed by a ju- 
dicia) decree of divorce caJled public atten- 
tion to a not generally known peculiarity 
of the law. 


The statutes of New York provide that | 


the penalty of life imprisonment shall in 
volve civil death for the felon sentenced to 
it. This means that he shall be deprived 
of bis civil rights, particularly property 
rights and the rights resulting from fam- 
ily relations, as if he were actually dead. 
Civil death takes from the person upon 
whom this punishment has been inflicted 
all that he owned and transfers it to those 
who would have received it if he had died 
before his conviction. It affects his con- 
tract rights in the same manner as physical 
death. He cannot, in this legal condition, 
becorne an heir or obtain property by be- 
quest. The law deprives him of the legal 
rights of aparent. If he has a wife, she 
may consider her marriage legally dis- 


| solved, as if he were dead, and contract 
| another inarriage. 


Civil death was known to the Roman 
law, and this term, according to Black- 
stone, was applied to certain legal condi- 
tions in England. It is also known to the 
French law and to the statutes of a nuimn- 


' ber of our states. But there are some 
| doubts about the exact scope and legal ef- 
' fects of the penalty. A life convict may be 


pardoned. That would certainly not dis- 
turb or in any way affect property rights 
or new marriage relations that had been 
established asa consequence of the civil 
death. Butcould not the wife of a par- 
doned life convict, in case she had not con- 
tracted ancther marriage, claim the legal 
rights connected with the marriage rela- 
tion? It is believed that this question 
must be answered in the affirmative, and 
it would therefore appear that the ex-con- 
vict, though he was civilly dead during the 
term of his imprisonment, is still bound 
by his former relations if he has not been 
released therefrom by an act not of his 
own doing. 

It would seem that the Jaw in a case like 
the one to which reference was made ought 
toreguire a judicial dissolution of the for- 
mer marriage before it authorizes the wife 
or the husband of a person sentenced tc 
life imprisonment to contract a Dew mar- 
riage. — Buifalo Courier.

UTILIZING THE SWEET PEA. | 


APretty Hedge —Fragrant Window Screen. | 
Sweet Pea Fountain. 

Everybody may not know that an at- 
tractive as well as effectiye hedge may | 
be obtained with sweet peas in a shorter | 
time than with most other plants. A} 
florist in The Ladies’ Home Journal cites | 
as an example a hedge 90 feet long used | 
to separate the clothes drying space from | 
the more attractive grounds. Abundant | 
support was furnished in an arrange-' 
ment of cedar poles and telegraph wire, , 


| the former being planted as a tripod at! 


each end of the rows, with the wire at- ' 
tached at the foot of the outside poles! 
and where the poles crossed. Thé wires 

were drawn tight and supported at reg- | 
ular distances for the vines to attach | 
themselves, fine linen twine being car- | 
ried from wire to wire and soon covered, | 
so that at a little distance the vines

seemed to stand alone. The poles of the 
tripods rose some distance above their 
crossings, and these were soon decorated 
with the bells of the morning glory, so 
similar in its variety of colorings to that 
of the sweet pea.

Zemperature of the Oven—A Prime Pot 
Roast. 

When beef is to be roasted, it should 
be placed in a very hot oven at first, sc 
that the surface will be quickly brown. 
ed, thus making a coating by which the 
juices of the meat will all be retainas 
The temperature of the oven should tis. 0 
be lowered and the meat cooked slowly 
and be frequently basted, unless it is ix 
acovered pan. The time allowed for 
roasting a large piece of beef is usually 
12 minutes forevery pound and 12 min- 
utes for the Pan, Writes a c mtributer to 
the New York Sun, and authority for 
the following: 2 

To pre pare a piece of beef for roasting 
do not wash it, but wipe it off with g 
damp cloth. Place it in a baking pan, 
rub some beef drippings over the top 
and dredge the top and sides with flour. 
Put in the pan a couple of spoonfuls of 
drippings. Water should not be added if 
you wish the roast to be a nice brawn, 
and do not add the salt and pepper to 
the pan until after the surface of the 
meat has been well browned. Remember 
that after the first 20 minutes roast beef 
requires a moderate oven and baste the 
meat frequently with its own drippings 
from the pan. If there is danger of thy 
gravy growing too brown or cooking 
away, a little beef stock may be added 
to the pan, and frequently agill of cook- 
ing wine is added to the pan in the last 
20 minutes of cooking, giving the gravy 
a delicious flavor. : 

When the roast is sufficiently cooked, 
remove it to a heated platter and make 
the gravy. First turn off the top crease 
from the liquid in the pan, and if ther 
is not sufficient liquid left add a litt), 
stock. Lightly dredge the pan with flour 
and stir over a hot fire. Season with a 
spoonful of some sauce and more salt 
and pepper, if needed. Strain into a 
heated gravy boat and serve. 

For a pot roast get a short, thick 
piece of the cross rib of the beef an! 
lard it with little strips of clear, fat 
pork. Put the pot in which the meat is 
to be cooked over the fire, and when it 
becomes hot put in the beef and brown 
it, turning the meat until every side 1: 
browned. Add half adozen little onions, 
2 tablespoonfuls of tomatoes, a bay leut, 
a little chopped parsley, 3 cloves, a doz 
en whole black peppers, 2 garlic buds 
and «. cupof stock. Place the pot where 
the 1aeat will just steam and the liquid 
simmer for three hours, keeping the pot 
closely covered. One hour before serving 
add 2 carrots, sliced thin, and another 
cup of stock, if it is needed. Remove 
the meat when done to a heated platter 
and season the sauce with salt and pep 
per and a teaspoonful of worcestershire 
sauce and rub it through a coarse sieve.

A pretty garden de- 
vice is a sweet pea fountain, which is 
produced by planting a tall upright post 
firmly in the ground and attaching the 
skeleton of an umbrella to it at the top.

and droop from the edge of the umbrella, 
the unfolding blossoms and sprays dis- 
posing themselves in such fashion that 
the idea of a floral fountain is easily 
suggested. 

As a winter plant the sweet pea is not 
80 satisfactory as onecould wish. It has 
been sometimes tried in a hanging bas 
ket and coaxed into moderate bloom 
amid winter snows, but it does not take 
kindly to such conditions. 


A Trio of Injurious Insects. 

At the forty-second annual meeting 
of the Western New York Horticultural 
society three insects injurious to nursery 
stock received attention: First, the 
peach tree borer, for which no pre- 
ventive is known. The only remedy so 
far discovered is to dig the borers out in 
June or July. Second, woolly aphis, or 
plant lice. The remedy for this is kero- 
sene emulsion used on the limbs 
kerosene oil on the roots. Third, the 
San Jose scale. This disease is present 
in New York, Delaware, Maryland and 
Ohio, also on Long Island. Whale oil 
soap, two pounds to a gallon of water, 
will kill all it covers, but some are cer- 
tain to be missed, and Mr. Willard and 
others urged the necessity of the utmost 
care and watchfulness for this pest. 


In Your Planting. 

Bear in mind that all large, quick 
growing plants such as cannas, castor 
bean plants, caladiums, musas, large 
leaved solanums, etc., require generous 
doses of manure—in fact, you can hard- 
ly overdo it. Gardening says common 
sense will tell you that any plant that 
reaches the size and robustness that any 
of the above will in one season if well 
grown must have a well filled store- 
bouse of nutritious food to draw upon.

Notice appears in London Invention of ' 
a peculiar product, under the name of | 
soap stock, prepared in Brindisi, which 
is largely utilized on account of its 
special properties. It is prepared by sub- 
jecting the residue of olive kernels to 
chemical processes under the action of 
sulphuric acid after all means of extrac- 
tion by pressure have been exhausted. Of 
this substance it is stated that during 
the year 1894 the quantity produced | 
amounted to about 1,200 tons,the medium 
market price for which ranged at some 
$90 per ton. The article in question, 
which is of little value as a lubricator, 
has a ready sale among soap manufac. | 
turers, and in years when the oil crop 
has been favorable considerable quanti- 
ties have been exported to this country, | 
Great Britain and ncr:hern Europe. Fhis | 
cil is locally known as ‘‘olio sulfureo,"’ 
or sulphur oil, from the imwethod of its 
extraction. The refuse remaining aftr 
the extratcion is used for fuel for steam 
boilers by millers as a matter of economy. 


THE FIRST WOMAN RABBI. 


Ars. Hannah G. Golemon's Appearance in 
in the Pulpit of a Chicago Synagogue. 


The Jews of Chicago are making his- 
tory. For the first time in the chronicles 
of Judaism, #® woman has acted as a 
rabbi. Mrs Hannah G. Solomon, who 
was prominently before the congress of 
Jewish women, recently held in this 
city, is the woman. The incident took 


| place in the only Jewish temple where 


such a thing could happen now, the 
Sinai temple, in Indiana avenue, Chi- 
cago, the temple which,under Dr. Hirsch, 
has led the way in the liberal Jewish | 
movement. | 

The house was filled, not with the | 
young people, who might perhaps be 
supposed to be in sympathy with the in- 
novation, but with elderly people, who 
perhaps never dreamed that their creed 
could get so far from the traditions as to 
tolerate a woman as a teacher. It was a 
new page in Hebrew history—a page as 
remarkable as that which chronicled the 
congress of religions at the World's fair, 
when a Catholic bishop prayed before a 
council of Jewish women. 

President Fisher, the head of the con- 
gregation, and Professor Kohn of North- 
western university, sat beside Mrs. Solo- 
mon when she appeared in the Sinai 
pulpit. There was not a vacant seat in 
the house, and there was not a disparag- 
ing comment on the new rabbi. Presi- 
dent Fisher introduce the ‘‘daughter of 
the congregation”’ and said that he was 
pleased that Sinai and its Judaism had 
advanced to the point where a ‘‘daugh- 
ter’ might stand in the place of a ranbi. 
He claimed it to be a triumph for Jew- | 
ish womanhood. Mrs. Solomon read from ! 
manuscript, taking the work of the re 
cent council of Jewish woman as her 
theme. She was epigrammatic and _logi- 
cal. | 

“The woman question is settled as far | 
as this country is coneerned,’’ she said 
“It is all over. There are a great many 
men who do not think it is over, but | 
there sre also a great many men who do! 
not think the civil war is over. ‘I hey | 
have a right to both views. There is ne 
law against ignorance of any kind. Ths | 
man Who sneers at woman's work and 
woman's higher mission sneers at most 
everything else in life ‘ 

“It was necessary 
women organize and save the traditions 
of Judaism. The women confessed they 
were ignorant of the traditions, and, the 
mothers being ignorant, there was but 
little hope that the coming generations 
would know of them except as memories 
The ceremonial beauties were becoming 
a closed book. It is our plan to open it! 
and save the beauties. 

“Tt has come to pass that the world is 
asikng whether any religion is worth 
saving. There are many who have lived 
aright without religion, but there are 
few who can live aright without its in- 
fluence. It is the Jewish mothers who 
are going to save the traditions of the 
ages, the prophets and the philosophers 
of Judaism. Women are more emotional 
than men and religion is the science of 
rational emotionalisin. 

“Jewish women have organized for 
progress. They want to change the edu- 
cation of the three R's to the three H's 
—head, hand and heart. The woran of 
to-day cannot afford to live as her grand- 
wother did. 

‘The ready made woman has gone 
into the past with the self made man, 
taking with her the old subject for col-| 
legiate debate ‘ Resolved, That matrimony 
unfits a man for business or a woman 
for advancement.’ 

“The hysterical woman has passed) 
away. You will find her sleeping on a’ 
couch 100 years old and noting only each | 
passing hour as adding one to the daily!
